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As  I  write  (in  late  January)  the  Club  is 
getting  back  into  the  swing  of  things  as 
members  return  to  work  and  get  back  into 
their  routines. 


For  many  this  has  meant  a  serious  commitment  to  a 
heaithy  start  to  the  year  with  the  Athietic  Department  as 
busy  as  I  have  seen  it  in  the  normaiiy  quiet  month 
of  January. 

January  aiso  marks  the  transition  from  the  food  and 
beverage  operation  entirely  managed  by  Guiiiaume 
Brahimi's  catering  company,  to  a  revamped  operation 
under  the  Ciub's  management.  Guiiiaume  will  remain 
invoived  as  a  consultant  under  a  contract  that  will  ensure 
that  we  continue  to  maintain  the  high  standards  of  food 
and  service  while  achieving  much  needed  financiai 
efficiencies  and  controis  that  were  proving  difficuit  to 
obtain  under  the  previous  arrangement.  Guiiiaume  aiso 
intends  to  continue  his  famous  degustation  dinners,  with 
at  ieast  two  planned  for  the  year. 

Shortiy,  we  shali  have  the  first  reports  of  our  financial 
results  for  2001 .  The  expected  loss  for  the  year  will  be  in 
the  order  of  $500,000.  The  catering  operation  accounts 
for  around  one-haif  of  this  amount.  Hence  the  changed 
arrangements  for  2002  which  are  expected  to  reverse  the 
result  without  departing  from  the  high  standards  which 
we  have  come  to  expect. 

Our  budget  for  2002  aiso  anticipates  an  improvement  in 
the  gross  and  net  revenue  from  the  functions  business. 
This  too  is  now  to  be  handled  entirely  in-house. 

Along  with  increased  revenue  from  members’ 
subscriptions  -  due  to  the  smail  increases  for  this  year,  as 
weil  as  from  increased  member  numbers  -  we  hope  to  do 
better  in  2002  than  the  break-even  target  currentiy  in  our 
budget  for  the  year.  Membership  renewals  for  2002  are, 
so  far,  excellent. 

I  continue  to  be  delighted  and  encouraged  by  the  number 
of  new  member  proposals,  which  the  Committee  is  asked 
to  consider  each  month.  This  augurs  weii  for  the  future. 


If  recruitment  of  new  members  -  especially  new  young 
members,  is  ailowed  to  stagnate,  we  iose  the  muitipiying 
effect  as  weli  as  the  stimuiation  of  new  and  enthusiastic 
contributors  to  our  ciub  cuiture  and  to  the  fraternity. 

During  the  Entrance  Fee  free  period  for  Under  35  new 
members,  i  was  asked  by  many  members  to  consider 
extending  the  offer  to  aii  new  members,  in  December,  the 
Committee  decided  to  do  just  that  and  so  the  offer  is  now 
open  to  ali  new  members  proposed  or  admitted  as 
members  between  1  January  and  30  Aprii  2002.  The  offer 
wiii  not  be  extended  and  there  are  no  pians  to  make  the 
same  offer  in  the  future.  So  if  you  have  been  considering 
nominating  a  friend  or  coiieague,  now  is  definiteiy  the 
time  to  get  moving. 

The  new  nomination  forms  have  been  redesigned  to  be 
informative  and  attractive  to  potentiai  candidates  and  are 
availabie  throughout  the  ciubhouse.  Taking  advantage  of 
the  monthiy  instaiiment  pian,  a  new  member  can  have  fu|| 
membership  of  the  Ciub  (with  unlimited  access  to  the 
Athletic  Department)  for  an  initial  payment  of  around 
$150,  or  less  if  they  are  Under  30. 

On  the  social  and  sporting  front,  the  program  for  this  year 
is  looking  very  busy  indeed.  I  again  encourage  all  of 
our  new  members  in  particular  to  get  involved  and  take 
up  some  of  the  lifestyle  benefits  which  tattersall's 
members  enjoy  in  the  company  of  other  vital  and  similar 
minded  fellows.
